In tliss second 
edition both putts bave not only been revised, but have pilso been 
coEisidenddy on larged- The amp accompanying this edition— 
the Utest fmm the Indian Survey Department—is bulkier than 
the Royal Geographical Society’s map of 1904, with which the 
first edit ion was furnished. [t baa therefore been found bent to 
bring out the Grammar and Dictionary aw separata liooks. The 
map accompanies the Gram mar. 

2. The Tibetan words are rnmanized, as in the first edition, 
for the convenience of those, who lack cither the time or the 
inclination to master the Tibetan character. But the first 
Chapter of th« Grammar, that on l+ The alphabet and its pronun¬ 
ciation*" is reprinted at the commencement of flits dictionary, in 
hitler that the student, who looms the Tibetan letters* may under¬ 
stand the structure and the pronunciation of the words mow 
dearly than con be expressed by any system of Humanization, 

3. Some two thousand fresh word* bare been added in this 
edition* which noiv contains between eleven and twelve thousand 
word* As Political Officer in Sikkim,—a poet to which I have 
recently been recalled, though I retired from the service of Govern ¬ 
ment ten months ago,— I am in charge of l he diplomatic relations 
of the British Government not only with Sikkim, but with 
Tibet and Bhutan also. Many therefore of these new words, 
as w r eil as the revision of a few iti the earlier edition* have been 
gained in conversation with my Tibet ms friends of all classes.

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PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION OF “MANUAL OF 
COLLOQUIAL TIBETAN" 

I. The object of thi* little work is to provide a practical hand¬ 
book lor those who ■wish to acquire a speedy knowledge of Collo¬ 
quial Tibetan, it, tberofore, does not deal with the written lan¬ 
guage, which differs widely from the colloquial, and is useless for 
conversational purposes, 

*2. Notwithstanding the political and commercial importance of 
Tibet it is remarkable* that so few Europeans are able to converse 
with the people in their own tongue. The language is undoubt ed- 
Iv a hard one to acquire on account of the complexity of the 
grammar, the intricacy of the spelling, tFre fine shades of pro- 
nunciat[Oii h the different terminology, known ufl the honorific, 
employed in addressing the higher glasses, the variety of dialects, 
and the distinction, already noted, between the literary and spoken 
language, To mini mine these difficulties and to make the ap* 
proach to tlio colloquial m easy as possible, b the nim of this 
handbook. It seeks to do so by giving a minimum of grammati¬ 
cal notes, fully explained by examples, a dear statement of the 
rules of pronunciation^ a simple system of phonetic spelling in the 
Roman character, a set of conversational exorcises and a suffi¬ 
ciently full vocabulary of both common and honorific words to 
meet the ordinary requirements of conversation with all classes, 

;i. Tibet ts essentially a country of dialects. A well-known 
proverb says— 

\\ 

11 Every district it* own dialect ; 

Every lama bis own doctrine.” 

Under these circumstances it was necessary to select the 
dialect most widely spoken, and that of Lhasa Una been chosen 
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accordingly. It is not only the dialect of the Central Province, 
bat may be said to bo also the it'nji** /wwf» of the whole of Tibet, 
It is wore generally spoken than any other, and is recognized sh 
the must correct form of speech by all. 

4. The Vocabulary contains somewhat less than ton thousand 
Tibetan words, the ntimber of separate English words being some 
seven thousand or about twice ns many ns those contained in any 
colloqnial Tibetan vocabulary up tn date. The remaining three. 
thousand words arc made up of about two thousand honorific 
words and one thousand axtrn Tibetan words. Where two or 
more Tibetan words are oiven for one English equivalent, all arc 
in common colloquial use and the one placed first is the com¬ 
monest. It is hoped that the honorific words given may be found 
useful. Existing vocabularies give but few, A knowledge of 
honorific words is essential for talking to or of Tibetans of good 
position. U is hoped also that the exercises in Tibetan hand- 
writing given iu Part I, Chapter XVII. may assist any student, 
who so desires, to learn how to write Tibetan letters and other 
documents in a clear and correct style. 

5. It is recommended that the grammar he need as Co flows: 
The rules of each Chapter should he perused arid their accom¬ 
panying examples learnt by heart The Word# at the end of the 
Chapter should then be committed to memory ns far as possible, 
and tho exercise (for reading and copying i should he read aloud 
to the teacher to ensure correct pronunciation, and every word 
should be understood. After this the other Exercise i for transla¬ 
tion) should be translated vied uwc and then written down, eare 
being taken, when writing, to verify the spelling, as very few 
Tibetan teachers can spelt correctly. On the following day the 
Tibetan kaif of the reading exercise slum Id be covered up, and the 
English half re-translated into Tibetan, first vied Poet and then in 
writing. If the above plan is followed the student will gain the 
soundest possible knowledge of the language But. if the student 
has not time for the above thorough system, he should omit the 
writing of both exercises and limit himself to the turd veer. 
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fi. A& regards teachers it is best to obtain at first ono who 
speaks English. If the teacher can speak the Lhasa language 
also, so much the better, but very few of I ho English--speaking 
Tibetans in the Darjeeling district or in Sikkim are really pro¬ 
ficient m the latter- As Soon, as he can converse a little* the 
student should change to a Lhasa man that speaks libetau only* 
si] as to be certain of always speaking in Tibetan. "When the 
teacher knows English or Hindus turn there is always a tendency 
for the conversation to drop into the latter languages. The Lhasa 
teacher should of course be as well educated a man os is procur¬ 
able. The student should also, when be is able to understand and 
converse a little* call in Tibetans of the Lhasa province to talk lo 
him, one at a time, changing them every two or three weeks. 
Tibetans are generally ready to talk ■ they have not the formal 
constraint of manner which characterizes so many of the Indian 
The more he calls in thus, the better will he bo able to 
understand and reply to any chance iibebm he meets. 

7, a word as to the system of romanimtSom In thm t which is 
believed to he as phonetic as possible, I had reluctantly to differ 
from the various systems of my predecessors, as mine of them 
seemed 10 me lo reproduce the sounds; ill the dialect of Lhasa* 
though some reproduced those in the Sikkimese and other 
dialects. The system followed in this book is nearly the same as 
that recommended to Government for official reports, etc., by 
Captain G^Connor* Cd.E. t Trade Agent at GjMJgfcse* *md the 
author, but distinguishes the different sounds with greater aecu- 
racy than was considered necessary in the Government, ay stem. 

S, The Tibetan word* and syllables in brackets are those used 
gn the .simple form of IjooIc- language, Where the pronunciation 
of the literary and spoken form of a word is the saute, the literary 
form alone is given * since the solo object of entering tbo spoken 
form is to show ihe exact pronunciation of the word, 

9. In conclusion, I must acknowledge my obligations to the 
Government of Bengal for their patronage, to the Grammars of the 
llev. Graham Sandberg, the Hev* H- A. Jlachkc and the Hev, 
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Fattier A. Desgodins, and especially to Mr. Henderrcon’s Tibetan 
Manual, which marks a great advance in the Tibetan colloquial 
over any of its predecessors. And meat of all are my thanks due 
to Mr. David Macdonald, who has revised this book throughout, 
and to whose unrivalled knowledge of both colloquial and literary 
Tibetan are largely dne whatever merits the work may possess*
